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I found by experience, what before I 
could not believe, that every young gen- 
tleman, at his firft coming to a boarding' 
fchool, is generally looked upon witb\ 
great deal of Contempt by the upper fcho.

•vain of inyCclf iri- faying this; for if eveiy 
one cannot fay as much, it mufl: be their 
own fault only. 
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
